12 —All tho reports ugrof-j 
that iho Queen ia dooply moved by Sir John 
rhonlpaoc'a death. She expressed profound 
regret and sympathy with his widow whet 
tho nowB was announced to her. Sir Chariot 
Tapper, Canadian High Commissioner In 
Liondun, ivaB summoned to Windsor by i 
ipocial courier shortly uftor wards. Ho ur 
rived at 7 o'clock this ovoning and rodt- 
llrcctly to tho Caatlo and was received by 
Her Majesty at onoo, Ho had a long audi, 
once, during which the Queen is understood 
to have communicated to him several mes- 
sages of grief und sympathy. It is under 
Uoud also that she will send a persona) 
lisputcri of condolence to the late Premior'i 
wife. Iho arrangements for the inquoBi 
not been completed, and at Jl o'clock 
this evening it waa difficult to obtain any 
particulars. Tho wholo examination is likely 
to be private Reporters will bo ex 
eluded. The consensus of opinion anion? 
those best acquainted with Sir John is that 
ho died of heart diseaso. Nobody can re- 
sail hearing him complain of symptoms of 
Dr. UHison's opinion ia virtual!;' 
ho same. He Says that he could not per- 
oive tho slightest sign of apoploxy, and 
feels almost oonfilent that death wat 
caused by disease of the heart. 

The MarquiB of Breadalbane, who waB 
present when Sir John was stricken, made 
this statotnent to-night i " I saw Sir John 
on the platform at Paddington to-day and 
travelled to Windsor in the Bamo saloon 
with him. Ho appeared to be all right thou 
und afterwards, at tho meeting after he wat 
sworn in, retired to tho luncheon room, and 
while wo were sitting there ho auddenlj 
fainted. One of tho servants and I each 
took an arm and got him into tho next room 
and placed him beside the window. I got 
him some water and Bent tho servant for 
brandy. In a short timo he recoverod some- 
what and seemod much distressed at having 
madowhnthe regarded as a scone, remarking: 
" It seems too weak and foolish to faint like 
this." 1 replied : " Ono doea not faint on 
purpose, pray do not distress yourself about 
tho matter." Ho then begged mo to return 
to my luncheon, but of couree I would not 
hear to this. I remained with him till he 
aaemcd to havo completely recovered and he 
rose to accompany mo back to the luncheon 
rcom. I offered him my arm, buD he walk 
ed unaided. He cheerfully remarked " I 
am all right now, thank you." Mountime 
Ur. Reld, the Queon'e physician, whom I 
bad sect for, arrived within two or three 
minutes after Sir John's return to the 
lunohoon room; and I believe, bafore he 
tasted his cutlet, or what had been placed 
before him, I Baw him auddenly luroh over 
and fall almoat in Dr. Ueid's arms. At the 
request of the Doctor the ladies at the table 
all went out, tho doctor, I and some ser- 
vants alone remained. Wo did all that wat 
possible, but I felt hia pulse and waa con- 
fident that no aid would avail him. The 
doctor hold tho eatno viow, which, unhap 
pily, proved to be hut too correct. So fai 
aa I could seo Sir John haa boen in good 
health up to the iirat seizure, but I believe 
ho told Ur. Reid that ho had paina in hia 
'oheBt. The cause of death undoubtedly wat 
tho sudden failure of tho heart's action, " 

Tho news of Sir John'a death apread 
rapidly in official and political circles i 
London and many Canadians and Englie 
politicians called at Sir Charloa Tupper 
office between four and sir o'clock to ex- 
proaB their sorrow. Sevorul members of tht 
American colony alao loft cards. Telegrams 
fram Olapgow, Manchester, Liverpool, 
Birmingham and Edinburgh, and innurner 
d;l(! messages of condoleuco and inqulr> 
from London, wero received in the 
early evening. Later came a great number 

f cablegrams from America asking for 
firmaliou of tho news or a more detailed 
statement of tho death. At the polttica 
luba Sir John Thompson's career waa thi 
hief topio of conversation. Tho cxpree 
alone of opinion were invariably to the eli'oci 
r.hat ho waa ono of tho ublost Canadian 
•tateamen < f the last forty yoarB. 

At a political meeting of tho Constitu- 
tonal Club, Howard Vincent, M.P., pro 
pnHod a resolution of sympathy for Sir John 
riiornpsem'a family, adding " The Conserva 
tivo purty with their Canadian brethren ex 
press profound sorrow, while- they grate 
fully acknowledge hia eminent service* t( 
ho Empire." Tho roaolution waB curried 
unanimously in silence 

Sir John Thompson's body waa convoyed 
this ovoning to the W«tat End grand ball, 
near tho atato entrance to tho Castlo. A 
bier has been oroctoii and the body will li 
on it until removed for burial. Sir John hud 
engaged passage for homo, Ho intended to 
sail on Docombor 19.

PRESS COMMENTS. 

Expressions of Regret, Sympathy and Appre- 
ciation by the English PresB. 

The Standard will say to-morrow in a 
leader on Sir John Thompson : " His death 
will oauae univorBal regret in tho United 
Kingdom and Canada. It is partly owing 
to hia ability and tact that tho history of 
Canada since 1892 has been one of unevent- 
ful prosperity. True to tho traditions of 
che party that ho led in tho Dominion, he 
atoadily oppoBod tho fiaoal innovations 
whtoh under the Bpeoiousnosa of free trade 
would havo brought tho oommoroo of CanadB 
within the elaborate and comprehensive pro 
cectioniam of the United States. Although 
ho was nob a free trader, he was always 
ready to arrange treaties of commerce which 
he thought would lead to tho same practical 
result. Nor waa he altogether disappointed, 
perhaps, becaueo tho negotiations thatS 
ho conducted had not brought about a 
;ompleto syatom of reciprocity between 
Canada and tho United Statos, Bince ho bo 
longed to tho auuguino and loyal and pro 
^reoaivo party in the Dominion who are 
hoping and working for a ouatomB union 
which shall ultimately embrace tho whole 

iritish Empire. 

Tho Daily Nowb aays : " Tho event was 
n every way untimely, for he came to this 
:)untry freBh from hia groatost triumph, 

he Ottawa intor-colonial conference- He 
was ik typo of tho highest claaa of colonial 
public men. HIb death will still serve the 
groat purpoio to whioh ho devoted hia life, 



Excellency Bent a telogram to the Acting 
Premior : " Let me offer and exchange with 
you and other members of tho government 
exprcsafona of deep grief and condol- 
ence concerning this irreparable loea." 

Meanwhile official meaaages commenced to 
pour in. Sir Charles Tupper aabled the 
aoting Premier aa follows : 

" You will all be shocked to learn that 
our dear friend Sir John Thompson died at 
Windaor Castle to day, where he wont by 
tho Queen's command to be sworn in to the 
Privy Council. He and I both had the 
Queen's command to dine and sleep there 
tonight. I am now going immediately 
to muko Euch arrangements aa are required 
by this terrible oalamity. I have requested 
Mr, Griffin to break tho Bad news to Lady 
Thompson." 

When Sir Charloa Tupper'a confirmatory 
measago came the laat veatige tf hope was 
gono, and aa Mr. Bowoll laid tho deepatoh 
on hia deak he buret into tearB. His two 
colloaguoa, Messrs. Coatigan and FoBter, 
who woro with him, wore also very much 
affected. Mr. Dougloa Stowart, the dead 
Promfor'a private aoorotary, hero entered. 
He had ju8t left lady Thompson and was 
ashed to return with Mr, Bowoll and Mr. 
Foster to break tho and nowa. Meantime 
somo inkling of tho torriblo calamity bad 
reached Lady Thompson; a brainless idiot 
having heard the nowa down town called 
upon tho Premier's late residence by tele- 
phono, and naked if any nowa had been ro- 
coived of Sir John'a doath. 

It waa a trying hour for tho atrioken 
widow until the final Intelligence came. 
The grief of Lady Thompaon and her family 
as tho terrible truth finally dawned on thorn 
is far too saored a thing to parade bofore 
tho world. Whatever Sir John Thompson 
was to hia country he waa infinitely more 
to his devoted wifo and affectionate

" Lator London advices say Sir John 
Thompson left Haddington station at noon 
by special train with Lord Ripon and other 
cabinot ministers, apparently in excellent 
health and sanguine spirits. Sir John was 
the first to arrive at the Btation, whore he 
waited on the platform for half an hour be- 
fore the others came. At tho time the train 
started Sir John did not Bhow any signs of 
fatiguo or exoitement. Hia appearanco 
and manner did not give the aligho- 
est indication that ho was suffering 
from any illness. Upon the arrival of the 
train at Windsor, the party were conveyed 
by tho carriages in waiting to the council 
chamber, where Sir John waB in due form 
made a member of tho oouncil. At tho con- 
olueion of the doliberationa the councillors 
adjourned for lunoh, Sir John accompany- 
ing his fellow members. Hardly had lunch 
been oonoluded when Sir John ehowed signs 
of IllneaB, so alarming that it waa deem- 
ed advisable to send for a physician. A 
meBBenger was despatched for Dr. Ellison, 
ono of the surgeons in ordinary to the house- 
hold at Windaor, who arrived immediately, 
but hia labor waa unavailing to save Sir 
John's life, who taken with an appalling 
weakness expired. 

"Tho circle of ministerB did all that their 
wisdom could suggest to resuscitate the 
dying Premier. Stimulants were adminis- 
tered, but all in vain. The Marquis of 
Ripon administered brandy to Sir John. 
This seemed to revive him, but the stimulus 
waa only momentary. He died ten minutes 
after the attack. Up to four tho Queen had 
not been informed of Sir John's death. HU 
remains have been removed to one of the

AT THE CAPITAL. 



Sir John's sudden doath haa naturally led 
to many inquiries being made respecting the 
condition of hia health before ho left for 
England. Unquestionably tho Premier had 
suffered aa the result of the arduous labors 
of laat aeaaion. Senator Sanford'a gonor- 
oua hoapltality in Muakoka was much en- 
joyod by Sir John and his family, and un- 
doubtedly tho Premier waa greatly bonefited 
by the change. Tho only drawback to the 
holiday, however, waa that it waa too short. 
Since his return to the Capital Sir John had 
not boen feeling entirely woll. There waa 
an appearanco of hia being fagged out, and 
this was evident after a hard day's work. 

In September laBt tho Premier waa exam- 
ined by Dr. H. P. Wright, Sir Jamea Granb 
of Ottawa, and Dr. Roddick of Montreal, 
and tho result of their examination was that 
Sir John was told that ho must rent as much 
aa poBBible. Dr. Wright Btated to-night 
that tho late Premier's only organic trouble 
was a form of Bright's dieouse, which ho had 
probably been Buffering from all aummer, 
but aa there was no special pain associated 
with tho ailment tho Premier did not com- 
plain until a few weeka ago, when diBooeeof 
tho kidneya waa diacovorod. It waa thought 
a trip to Europo would probably benefit 
lum. Tho aea voyogo would act as a tonic, 
and it was thought travelling and ohange 
would bo a reat to his mind. He spent a 
couplo of weeka in France, and roturnod to

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THE "WARRIMOO" HERE. 



She Crosses the Paciiie in a Howling 
Gale- Great Improvements 
on Board Ship. 



Captain Roberts to Be Known No 
Lcnsrer as Skipper of the 
Popular '' Kingston." 



Tho R. M. S. Warrimoo from Sydnoy, 
Suva and Honolulu completed au -ex- 
ceptionally rough paBBago yeatorday aftor 
noon, arriving at the ocoan dock shortly 
after 2, Her bowB Bhowod the hard bullet 
ing the waves had given her ; yet it was 
only the paint that had suffered, for the 
ahip oamo through tho storm without tho 
Iobb of a ropo. Tho log shows that tho 
Warrimoo left Sydnoy on November 20, 
Suva on tho 2G:h, and Honolulu at midnight 
on the 4th instant. Sho had Btroug winds 
and heud soas all tho way from Fiji to 
Hawaii, and rough weather the entiro dis- 
tance from Honolulu here. As cargo she 
had not this time her usunl long Hat of con 
aignmente, tho tot il being but 490 tona, 
The Bhipmonta included 253 cases of meats, 
50 bunches of bananas and 4 eases of pines 
for this oity, and consignments oi! similar 
oharaoter for Vanoouver, San Franoiaoo, 
Port Townsend, Soar tie, BobIod, New York 
and Philadelphia. Among the passengers to 
Viotoria wore tho following in tho first 
Baloon : Mr. C. B. Allyu, Mr. F, F. Dwyer, 
Mr. and Mrs. SoariF, Mrs. Lenelian, 
MisB Cross, Miea Heaps, Mr. John 
Weir, Mr. M. Gerahol, Mr. B. James, 
Mr. G. R. Burt and Mr. Honley. There 
wero HO in the seoond olaaB. Nothing save 
the sevority of tho weather marked tho trip 
over; tho atoamer discharged hor Viotoria 
consignment and hor freight for the South 
and paaaed on to Vancouver ahortly after 4 
o'olook. Since her last call the popular 
Warrimoo has seen sevoral changes. There 
haa been a general move around among tho 
officors owing to the promotion of Second 
Officer Lawrenco t3 the Miowera. His 
juniora [on tho Warrimoo have been moved 
up, and Mr. Samuel Mortimer made fourth 
officer. There have also been great altera- 
tions of tho ahip itaelf. During tho ship's 
Btay at Sydney, soveral hundred men wore 
kept working night and day. A complete 
duplicate electric light installation, an insu- 
lated hold capable of carrying 6,000 car- 
cases of irozan mutton, and the necessary 
refrigerating maohinery, comprise part of 
the improvements that have been made. 
The ahip has alBO had a new second saloon 
put .in, on the linea of the 
alterations made on the Miowera. 
after these improvements had been com- 
pleted, the veaaol had a very successful trial 
trip, running outside the Heads from Syd- 
ney with a party of about twenty prominent 
gentlemen aboard. A run to the northward 
was made and on the return the engines 
were let out. With everything in favor 
she turned the 17.6 knot measure. The 
steamer was previously docked, and amongs 
hor alterations are a new second-saloon, 
beautifully fitted, and capable of holding 
about fifty people. She is aUo fitted with a 
Linde British refrigerating machine in her 
afterhold, with chambers fitted for fruit and 
dairy produce, etc., also a chamber for! 
frozen meat. The Warrimoo is fitted with, 
a See patent aBh ejector, worked by water, 
and capable of discharging one ton of aah 
per minute. There is alao a Weir evapora 
tor and a Kirko 1 ly evaporator, so that 
freah water can bo uaed for the boilerB, 
most important matter, protecting the tubes 
against the corrosion which ia ao destructive! 
to them where salt water iB used. Leav- 
ing the engine-room for the culinary 
department of the ship, it is found that the 
whole of the cooking in both galleys is now 
carriod on by a ateam prooeaa, having also 
in reserve tho usual fire arrangements. The 
cooking ranges are very extensive and are 
fitted up in the vory lateBt Btyle, and the| 
strong feature about the plaoo iB the ox 
quisito cleanliness of the galleys. Of the 
passenger accommodation tho main saloon 
has been refitted and painted and decor 
atcd, and is the full width of the ahip. Tho 
ports are contrived so aa to allow the 
broezi to penetrate all through. Tho new 
second cabin before mentioned is beautifully 
fitted up to accommodate about 50 passen- 
gers. There are large ports in the cabins 
affording splendid vontilation. The cabins 
aro two-berth, while others are suitable for 
families. All are well fitted up with con- 
veniences for the voyagers. On deck, in 
connection with tho passenger equipment, 
is a commodious smoking-room, the panels 
aro of marble and tho floors teasolated.

not responsible for thoir acts, the inhu 
manity of Buch treatment oan only be pro 
perly described as diabolical. An instance 
of the dreadful oonRequenco of the 
infliction of tho punishment of the 
latrait jacket is given in tho report, of 
whioh we oinnot trust ouraelvea to say 
anything just now. Tno following iB a list 
'of the instruments of restraint or punish 
mont for ueo in the Asylum given by the 
commissioners : 

Handcuff), leathor mitts, Ieathor muffj, 
stool anklela, leather anklets for women, 
pinion Btrapa, camisole, strait j >okot. 

Is would appoar that tho attendants with 
but few exceptions havo no proper 
idea of their duties and of the responsibili 
ties of their office. They aaom to have 
boon allowed to do pretty muoh aa they 
liked unchecked. The rules and regula- 
tions of tho institution are good aB 
far us they go, and if they had boon 
properly administered there wouhl have 
bean little to complain of in tha manage- 
ment of tho Asylum. Put most of them 
appear to have been a dead letter. The 
Commissioners say : 

Wo found groat difficulty in ob'.ainirg 
vidence as to punishments and restraints, 
owing to the almost on tiro absence of reoordt 
f tho treatment of tho putients, either 
remedial or punitivo. Impairment of 
memory, too, was in moat instances quito ub 
arkablo amongst tho oflicera as in those 
under their nharge — in some cuses more so 
When under oath, however, a very differ 
ent atory waa olieited from that with which 
wo had been favored during our proliminar> 
examination, and wo believe that we are 
justified in alleging that according to the 
ovidence of patients, aa borno out by the 
admiasion of coitain keepers and tho Mcdi 
oat Superintendent, cruelties have boon in 
fiicted upon tho patients contrary to the 
rules of tho institution, and that the Medi 
0*1 Superintendent has neither properly 
luporviBed his keepers nor enforced hiB own 
rulos. 

The Commissioners huve dono their work 
well. They havo exposed the abuses of the 
institution and have made no attempt to 
palliate tho offences of anyone connected 
with its management ] and we havo no 
doubt that tho exposure they havo made 
will bo followed by an imrncdiato and a rodi 
cal reform. In appointing a Commission to 
acquire into the management of tho Asylum 
the Government have done an unpleasant 
but a neeosBary duty, and wo havo no 
doubt but that hey will bo reorganize the 
Aaylum as to make a recurrence of tha out 
ragos whioh tho Commissioners have brought 
to light impossible.

Two Reports on the Death of Knute 
Schubert Presenting a Striking: 
Contrast. 



Seriously Conflicting- Statements 
the Officials Refuted by the 
uuiumiHfriouer8.

Furthor papers in oonuection with the un 
fortunato condition of affairs at the insane 
asylum at New Westminster are in course 
of preparation for submission to the legiala 
ture, including the sworn testimony taken 
by the commissioners, which has been hand 
od to the printing committee for them to 
decide how much shall be pub in type. Be 
sides the evidence the further return will in 
olude a report from the commissioners on 
the doath of Knute Sohuberl), referred to 
yosterday, and whiah prooeeds : 

" In his report for 1892, Dr. Bontley men 
tions the death of Knuto Schubert from sui 
cide, and expresses surprise as ho had never 
given any hint, of committing su cide. He 
does not montion many particulars about 
the death of this patient beyond the fact 
that an inquest was held, and a vordiot o^ 
death from suioido was returned. The facts 
of this CAse we learned from eye-witnosues, 
as follows : 

" Knute Schubert was a Swede, aged 25, 
of powerful build, a painter und grainer by 
trade. While u patient ho grained most of 
tho doors of tho Asylum. Although quiet 
aud managoablo ua a rulo, ho Booms to havo 
boon quanelsomo and ' ugly ' when pro- 
voked. On the morning of March 1, 1892, 
when summonod to breakfast by tho keeper, 
Williams, ho refusod, aud was ubusivo and 
violent. 

" Williams called his follow attendant, 
Houso, who was in the dlningroom serving 
breukfaBD. When House ran out he found 
Williams and Schubert 'clinched' He 
went to Williams' assistance, and between 
them they threw Sciuberton tho floor. A 
pitient, MjcKelbiuo, went to the keeperB'i 
assistance, and while \\ illiains lay on Schu 
bert's legs, Houso und MacKelbine, after a 
very violent struggle, managed to get Sohu- 
ben'a hands into tho ' mits,' and safely bo 
cured to a bait round hio waist. As ho was 
then comparatively powerless, they pro- 
cetd id to put on the straight j .cket. accord- 
ing to their own statement and that of the 
patients, ' clinching ' it up tight, Schubert 
meanwhile begging them not to put the 
jickeb on. They then placed Schubert, 
bound and helpless, in a small room, li by 4 
Home th>n went down to get hia breakfast, 
and left Williams in charge. 

"Ia about twenty minutes ho returned 
and relieved Williams, who mentioned that 
he had in the meantime looked at Sobuber 
and found him standing up. Oa House 
looking into tho room, ho found Schuber 
sitting in a orner of tho cell, with his back 
against one wall and his foot against the 
opposite side, and his head bowed on hii 
chest. House says he thought that Schu 
bert had fainted and slipped down, so b 
gave the j icket a pull to drag him out, but 
f uund that he had to give a second and more 
violent pull to dislodge him. Scbubert'n 
head then fell hick and House dragged him 
out into tho coriidor, and ran for cold water 
to throw on his foce. The body woa quite 
limp Houso at ot 03 reportod to tho office 
that Schubert was doad. Dr. Hintley oame 
immediately, and, according to House, aaid 
that Schubert's ntck waa broken. 

"The same day an inquest was held by 
tre c ironer, Capt. Pittendrigh, at which no 
patients were examined; WilliamB, House 
ai d Bentloy alono gave evidence. There 
was no post-mortem examination. From 
the sworn evidence of these witnesses, a 
copy of which ia attached, it will be Been 
that Dr. Bontley asserted that Schubert had 
frequently threatened suicide, in which 
assertion he was supported by both keepers. 
Oa ex»mination before your commissioners 
on oath, Dr. Bentloy and the above men 
tioned keepers one and all say that Schubert 
was not suicidal. Dr. Bentley could not 
show us anv rooord showing any such 
tendency. Ths night watohman also Btatct 
on oath that ho received no caution what 
ever to treat Schubert as a suicidal patient 
" In our opinion, the case illustrates the 
danger of this form of meohanical restraint. 
Punishment was inflicted without inquiry or 
permission, nor any report sent in until thi 
man was found dead. It Boema to us tha 
tho facts of the case, as given above, do no 
eupport the verdict of tho coroner's jury, 
and it has not been explained to us why no 
post mortem examination was made.

An extract from Dr. Bentley's report for 
1892 is giv.'n, in which the Superintendent 
B'iyd : " 1 r- gret having to chronicle two 
cases of bUioitle, Tho first occurred on 
M irch 1 in a strapga manner, the patient, 
K-.uto Suhubert, never having given a hin' 
of his intcution. Ho was a painter bj 
trade, and had been oiling and varnishing 
in the ward. Whilst in the broom cloaei 
he forced hia head upon his cheat by push 
iig from tho opposite wall with hie f jet, and 
died by strangulation. Tho other occurrer 
on tho 29 h of May. David Wilson hunjj 
himself with a towol In tho lavatory. Cor- 
. oner Pittendrigh hold irquestB on both ot 
these cases, und tho juries brought in ver- 
dicts of suicide whilo suffering from in 
sanity, no blumo to attach to anyone. Uo 
firt'inato circumstances such as thoso do 
occur in the beet regulat.od asylums. Then 
aro always numherB ot patients suir.'.rinjj 
from melancholia who leave no doubts iL 
tho minds of thoso who take caro ot thorn 
that thpy will put an end to their trouble! 
if un opportunity uriaee, but thoso two un 
fjrtunutes hud given no such hint." 

The finding ol tho jury at tho coronor'i 
inquest und tho statements of tho witnesser 
then examined uro given in full Dr. Bent, 
ley saya in his evidence that Schubert " had 
often threatened to commit suicide " At 
tendent H. H. Williams said : " I hav< 
often heard tho deceased threaten to kill 
himsolf," and attondant W. T. Houso made 
tho same statement.

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EARTHQUAKE AND YOLCANO 



An Entire Village of Natives Swept 
Into the Sea at the Island 
of Ambrym. 

Graphic Description sf the Eruption 
by the Commander of 
MS. "Dart." 



The Australian steamer Wurrimoo, juat 
arrived, brings startling news that a mujor 
ity of tho Islands of tho New Hebrides 
group ore passing through a baptism of liro, 
earthquake and volcanio disturbances, 
threatening the vory existence of sevoral oi 
tho largest islandB. Of theao ono is Am 
brym, celebrated for the excellence of its 
coffee. On tho latter an ontlre vlllago of 
natives was recently nairied into tho sea, 
tho iocs of lifo being variously estimated lit 
from sixty to sovonty-Qva men, women and 
ciildron, while in othora of tho group 
fatalities are also reported. A layer of 
aahes from two to six inchoa doop covers the 
once fertile Holds as with an appropriate 
shroud. 

At Epi on Novombor 2 thero was a severe 
earthquake in tho early morning which 
opened au ontiroly now orator for the vol- 
cano on the west side of Ambrym, about 
fourteen miles distant, and all tho next day 
the whole island trembled. Since then it 
has opened in five or six dilToront places. 
Even tho island of Epi, much less affected, 
had on the 17 th of November felt c.'i dis- 
tinct shocks and for weeks been covered by 
clouds, ashes and smoke. Tradora and 
planters living on Ambrym island have lied 
to Port Sandwich (Malloollo) the nearest 
port, in many casos abandoning all their pos 
soaaions. On tho 13th November an earth- 
quake shock rooked Aaibrym from cast to 
west, causing tho land on whloh stood a 
small native vlllago, to slip, with tho hum- 
ble homes of the inhabitants many of whom 
were within, into tho sea. 

It is impossible accurately to dotermine 
tho extent of the fatality, but tho lowest oa 
timato of the loss of lifo is fifty. O wing to 
the recentneea of tho disaster, dotaila were 
not availublo when tho Warrimoo loft the 
Southern Beas, although tho natives from all 
tho volcanic islands wero HocklDg to the 
centres of population for aafoty. 

A special correspondent of tho Sydney 
Morning Herald, writing from Epi early in 
November, said : "Ambrym island is still 
In violent eruption. Tho outbroak com- 
menced on tho 1 G th of Ootobor, at an old 
crater in the centre of tho island. Tho lava 
stream extends from the crater to near Dip 
Point at tho western end. Tho oentre of 
the itlind is a mass of luva. Une stream 
was seen by H. M. S, Dirt to enter 
the sea on the morning of the 16th ultimo to 
the east < f Dip Point. A column cf steam 
arose 4.500 feet. There were violent sub 
marine explosions of steam in tho immediate 
vicinity and outbursts of smoke and fire 
south of the Mission atation. Dust fell 
heavily. Tho Dirt embarked over 80 na 
tivoa from Dip Point for safety. Frequent 
earthquakes were felt as far as Malekula, 
many of them severe. Tho Dart is watch 
ing events. Some of the officers have aB 
cended the crater, which is one mile in dia 
meter and 1,000 feet deop. Dense smoke 
continues to issue from tho crater, The 
lava streams are running slowly toward the 
aea und cooling. All tha western end of the 
island ia covered with a deposit of fine ush. 
As f*r as ut present can bo ascertained the 
loss ( f life has been sixty — killed by the 
great landslip and by tailing stonea."

Pout Townsend, Dec. 12 —(Special) — 
After a terriblo exporionca oil the Oregon 
and WaeblDgtou ccmstB in a hurricane, tho 1 
British Bhip Scottish Dale, of Liverpool, 
Captain Timothy McCurthy, from San Fran 
ciBco for Portland, to load grain for Europe, 
arrived in port to night partly dismantled 
Her rigging was a comploto wreck, her 
sells hung in shreds, her cabin furniture 
wus demolished, three or four soamen wore 
iuaapacitatod from duty, ond tho wholo 
spoctaolo presented was about as forlorn as 
can bo imagined, Ono seaman, James Kerr, 
i reported drowned. Tho oflicers and 



crow, excepting tho steward and ono man, 
mu mini and attempted to tako tho com- 
mttutl ot the voasol away from tho captain. 
L'ho latter uoarly brained ono of tho muti- 
neers with a Bpoaking trumpet, and with 
tho assistance of a brace of revolvers en- 
forced diaoipliuo. \\ hilo thiB was going on 
the galo wus blowing Bovouty miles an hour, 
and tho ship waa drifting near laud and in 
an extremely perilous poaition, The crow 
woro panio-atricken and wantod to abandon 
tho veaaol and lot her drift on tho rocks. 

Tho Scottish Dale sailed from San Fran- 
oisco on December '2, and on tho third day 
out was abreast of tho Columbia rivor, whon 
u heavy snow storm sot in. Twice tho ship 
'got inside of lho liiditahip whon thick 
Hwoathor cume on and forced her to Book thc- 
ppou sou. Onao aho cumo near gotting on 
shore. Oa Thursday and Friday strong 
winds turned into a succession of heavy 
galea and the seas wero running mountains 
high. On Friday night tho galo bocanio 
more violent, interspersed with bureting 
equalla und carried away tho oroBB-jack 
yard, and an hour lator tho main upper top 
sail wont over tho sido. Tho ahip labored 
and struinnd heavily all Saturday. 

On Sunday noon the vossol got into the 
storm centro and tho wind diod away, but 
tho sous woro muoh inoro sovore. Without

dropped to 28 GO. Tho foietop gallant yard 
and ovory atitch of cunvaa soon after c»r- 
ried away.

Tho odor waa declined, 
but sho took tho disabled ship in tow, and 
after twenty houra brought hor into port, 
When tuken in tow, the ahip waa leua than 
five miles from ahoro with heavy sous car- 
rying hor near a certain destruction every 
hour. Hor hull is uninjured. 

Tho Scottish Dalo wua built in 18811 at 
Southampton and is owned by W. H. Roas 
Sc Co., owners of tho ScottiBh lino of Dale- 
ships. Tho vobboI ia worth $125,000, The 
damage, outside of ealvuge, will amount to 
§10,000. She Is under charter to Meyer, 
Wilson & Co. to load gruin for Livorpool.
